Memoirs of Lloyd George 
British Premier Says All Profits From 
Book Will Go to Charity 

Premier Lloyd George has made {it 
known that all the proceeds of his 
forthcoming book will be devoted to 
charity. There has been much criti- 
cism in certain sections of the press 


, over the propriety of the head of the 


Government writing in book form his 
memoirs, containing official informa- 
tion, while he is still in an official 
capacity, and making money thereby. 
It was in reply to this that Mr. Lloyd 
George authorized a statement which 
says: 

“Phere have been a large number 
of articles, pamphlets and books pub- 
lished from time to time, containing 
riticisms of his (the Premfer’s) direc- 
tion of the war, some of them written 
for obviously partisan reasons and 
ulgated by partisan signs hostile 
to his Government. These publica- 
tions contains distortions of fact cal 
culated to mislead the public. The

G.W.V.A. Successful !n Securing 
Separation Allowance Covering

The complications which resulted 
from the enlistment of Sapper C. Moar 
of Winnipeg, as a single man have 
now been straightened out, nearly 
eight years from the date of his at- 
testation. Cheques for nearly $1,500 
have been sent to him by the Militia 
Department, as a result. Spr. Moar’s 
wife failed to give her consent which 
was necessary at that time for mar 
ried men to sign up, so Moar decid 
ed to goasasingle man. He joined 
the C.E.F. at Winnipeg !n January, 
1915, and served overseas until May 
28th, 1919, when he was dischapged. 
On the strength of letters received 
from his wife Moar attempted to se 
cure separation allowance when the 
restriction concerning marrie@ men 
were removed. For some reason this 
was not granted, Following discharge 
from the army at Winnipeg, Moar 
placer the matter in the hands of the 
G.W.V.A. and it was subsequently re- 
ferred to the Adjustment Department 
of the Dominion Command of the As 
sociation, After numerous substan.

forward to the authorities the claim 
was finally settled last week when 
cheques totalling nearly $1,500 were

| Stabilizer Of Markets 


The rapid growth of cold storage in 
Canada during the past quarter of a 
century is not surprising wha the 
multifarious uses to which {t is put 
are taken into consideration, With- 
out regard to climatic conditions, 
whether fn the hot, torrid summer or 
cold winter months, the consumer can 
secure unseasonable goods in season 
able condition from the cold storage 
plant. Not only does the modern 
cold storage warehouse perform the 
functions of a storehouse, but also 
acts as stabilizer to the‘Atate of sup 
ply, storing and distributing goods as 
the state of the market warrants. 

In 1907 the Canadian Government, 
recognizing the importance of cold 
storage facitities and desirous of hay- 
ing a well-formulated policy for the 
future guidance of the industry, pass- 
ed a bill entitled “The Cold Storave 
Act." This Act, among other things, 
provides for subsidies to individuals 
or companies towards the construction 
of cold storage warehouses open to 
the public, and is administered by the 
Federal Department of Agriculture. 
Up to and Including 1920, the Domin 
subsidized o4 
cold storage plants, with a refrigerat- 


ed space of 4,928,804 cubic feet, to the 
extent of $684,856. 


A census of subsidized and non-sub- 


sidized cold storage plants in Canada 
{n 1920 by the Federal Bureau of Stat- 
fetics, disclosed the fact that there 


were 322 plants In operation with a 


refrigerated space of 33,247,774 cubie 


feet. Ontario led all other provinces, 


accounting for 99 plants with a space 
of 11,100,757 cuble feet. Quebec was

; Time was when it was generally 
supposed that there was little science 
in farming Given good soil and fav- 
orable weather, it was held that any- 
one could... raise good crops. Farim- 
ing was looked upon as largely a 
| gamble. 
| Up in the Red River Valley, Min- 
nesota farmers have disproved that 
theory. Through the Crookston agri- 
(aut school and such co-operative 
groups as the Red Valley Develop- 
ment Association, farmers have learn- 
jed that farming is a scientific busi- 
ness; that the single crop, such as 
wheat, is a mistake; that farming 1s 
not an eight months job but an? all- 
the-yeur-vound business; that the 
bugaboos often years ago, such as 
rust and the sow thistle, are really 
signs of backward farm methods. Pro- 
ducers of the Red River Valley have 
made drainage the first letter of the 
agricultural alphabet. They have 
shown that rust can be prevented by 
early planting, which in turn Is great- 
ly dependent on drainage. 

They have demonstrated the fal- 
lacy of the single crop practice by the 
greater yields that come from crop 
rotation. But crop rotation has led 
the farmer to maintain herds of live 
stock, and thus farming has become a 
twelve-months-a-year job. Rotation 
has shown just as much profits in 
potatoes and clover as in wheat, if 
not more, and monthly creamery 
checks have revealed the income 
easily derived from good cows. 

Sclentific farming has changed the 
skyline of the Red River Valley. li 
has made the silo the rival of the 
grain elevator. But, better still, it is 
giving the farmer a new and more 
healthy viewpoint. He is learning 
that under the new methods he can 
make two dollars grow where only 
one dollar grew before.—The Minne- 
apolis Journal.

Dairy Records In B.C. 


Experimental Farm Owns 54 Accredit- 
_ ed Purebred Holsteins 

At Agassiz, British Columbla, {1s 
one of the principal farm of the Do- 
minion experimental farm system. 
Here are carried on, judging by the 
number of projects, upwards of 200 
different activities, accounts of the 
progress of which are given in the 
60-page annual report of the super- 
intendent for the year 1921. It is 
there reported that of 23 Holstein 
cows that finished a lactation period 
during the nine months ending with 
last December, 12, or just over 50 
per cent., produced heifer calves, and 
that the average production of these 
cows, for a lactation periog of 350 
days, was 9,996 pounds milks and 340 
pounds fat. Thirteen df the records 
were made by two-year-olds, and six 
of these heifers completed 365-day 
Record of Performance records aver- 
aging 14,548 pounds of.milk and 607 
pounds of butter. The herd, which 
consists of 54 purebred Holsteins, was 
accredited May 30, 1921, being the 
eleventh to be accredited in all Can- 
ada and the first in the experimental 
farm system and in British Columbia. 
Two of the heifers averaged 16,262 
pounds milk and 506 pounds fat.
